the liives, to jnforn the bees of the circumstance 3 
that, in consequence of the omission, they had heen 
gradually getting werker and weaker, and that she had 
nat one left, This may besupposed to have been a 
sufitary instance of superstition, but such is by ‘no 
means the case ; ant 1 believe it will be found that 
very generally, on the death of a cottager who 
lias kept bees, some ceremonious observance takes 
place. 


Mr. Loudon mentions that when he was in Bed- 
fordshire, he was informed of wn old man who sang a 
psalin in front of some hives which were not doing 
well, bat which he said would thrive in consequence 
of that ceremony. This may bea local or indiv dual 
superstition, but the announcement to the bees of the 
death of the owner is certainly a more general one. — 
A correspondent of Mr. Loudon’s mentions, that in 
Norfolk, at places where bees are kept, it is an indis 
pengalile ceremony, in case of the death of any of the 
family, to put the bees in mourning, or the conse- 


/ quence would be that all of them would die.
